DETAILED ACTION

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

a. Lactose monohydrate crystals 

b. Salbutamol sulphate, oxitropium bromide, or ipratropium bromide crystals 

c. Fluticasone propionate or salmeterol xinafoate crystals 

d. Pharmaceutical formulation 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held 
to be allowable.
